Only One Per Cent of $26,000,000,000 
Collected Refunded, the Secretary 
States— Charge 
That 
Preference 
Had Been Given to Companies In 
Which He Is Financially Interested 
Declared to Be False. 


W ashington, March 24,—In a state­ 
m ent issued here Secretary of the 
Treasury 
Mellon 
declared 
he 
had 
never Interfered or attem pted to in­ 
fluence the bureau of internal rev­ 
enue In its decisions of any tax case. 
Issued in connection with the hear­ 
ings conducted by a senate commit­ 
tee investigating the internal revenue 
bureau, the statem ent added that the 
treasury welcomes any investigation 
of the revenue bureau “which has for 
its purpose the investigation of con­ 
ditions with a view to constructive 
suggestions for an improvement in 
the adm inistration.” Referring to tes­ 
timony given before the committee, 
the secretary said that its news value 
“ is obviously centered in sensational 
charges 
made 
by 
discharged 
em­ 
ployes, rather than the 
rem arkable 
achievements of the bureau in view 
of conditions with which it was faced 
after the war.” 
Charges that prefer­ 
ence hoe been given to companies in 
which he is 
financially 
interested, 
Mellon declared, were “preposterous 
and unqualifiedly false.” 
Mr. Mellon in his statem ent says: 
“It should be borne in mind that 
since 191? there have been about $26,- 
00$,OOO.(KH) of taxes collected and the 
total refunds are only $262,000,000, 
o r I per cent of the amouut collected. 
The additional assessm ents made by 
the bureau as a r 
It of the audit 
of return* are eight times the amount 
cf the refunds. 
In other words, there 
is an additional assessm ent in favor 
of the government of $1 for every 13 
cents of refund in favor of the tax­ 
payer. 
“The charges have been made that 
preference has been given to compa­ 
nies in which the secretary of Hie 
treasury 
is 
financially 
interested 
Such a charge ie preposterous and un­ 
qualifiedly false, 
The Gulf Refining 
company’s case, to which so much 
publicity ha® been directed, was set­ 
tled before I became secretary of the 
treasury. 
I have never interfered or 
attem pted to influence the bureau of 
Internal revenue in its decision of 
any tax case, 
No evidence bats been 
produced by anyone at any tim e from 
which a reasonable inference might 
be drawn that discrimination was be­ 
ing made in favor of any taxpayer. 
“During the war the internal rev­ 
enue bureau had to administer new 
and exceedingly complicated tax laws. 
Capable employee were very difficult 
to obtain and were entirely untrained. 
The interests of the government at 
that time were quite properly direct­ 
ed to obtaining revenues and not to 
settling difficult question# of tax lia­ 
bility. 
Aa a rule the taxpayers did 
not dispute their assessm ents and the 
larger complicated co^es were 
touched. 
Consequently, 
when 
the 
present administration took hold it 
found practically no work had been 
done on the large case**. 
Through 
Improved methods of administration 
and hard work, tho accumulation of 
old cases pending in the bureau have 
been greatly reduced and audit of re­ 
turns should be current at the next 
fie cai year.”

New York, March 24.—The annual 
report of the United States Steel cor-* 
poration shows that the volume of 
business transacted by the corpora­ 
tion and its subsidiaries last year to­ 
taled $1.571,414.4-S3, nearly $500,000,- 
OOO more than the year before. 
The report reveal* that earnings 
amounted to $179,640,674 after deduct­ 
ing expenses, taxes and interest, and 
the net income was $128,176,519.

“In point of total tonnage output 
of m aterials produced for sale, the 
year 1923 has been exceeded in only 
two previous years, 1916 and 1917. As 
a result of then*© larger operations, 
together with Improved selling prices, 
the earnings for the yvsur show a sub­ 
stantial increase over those of the 
preceding two years.

Columbus, March 24.—In a 
brief 
submitted to the minimum wage com­ 
mission by the Ohio Council of Re­ 
tail M erchants possible dangers of a 
minimum 
wage law for women in 
Ghio are pointed out. 
The data in­ 
cluded in the brief was offered to the 
comm basion in an effort to get all 
available information before it. 
“In 
suggesting these possible dangers, we 
want it understood that the merchant 
organizations of this state, at this 
time, neither favor nor oppose a min­ 
imum wage law,” a letter accompany­ 
ing the brief said. 
“Before determin­ 
ing our position, we will await the re­ 
port of your commission.” 
Points dkycussed in the brief, and 
concerning which particular consider­ 
ation was urged, were: 
“The consti­ 
tutionality of such an aet: possible ill 
effects upon wages and prices in gen­ 
eral of such an am used as a prece­ 
dent for other legislation; the danger 
of experim enting with wage fixing 
in a state where industrial conditions 
are complex; whether such a ■wage 
regulation should be state or federal 
and the need of accurate statistics.” 
Attention is directed to the Oregon 
tate law, which 
became 
effective 
Feb. 17, 1913, and was upheld by state 
supreme court, although it was con­ 
ceded to be in violation of the four­ 
teenth amendment to the constitution 
unless it could be justified a# “an ex 
excise of the police power of title state 
for the protection and betterm ent of 
die public’s health and welfare.” The 
cose was carried to the I'nited States 
supreme court, 
where, following 
a 
hearing in January, 1917, the eight jus­ 
tices sitting divided equally, 
“Tech­ 
nically, this sustained the decisions 
of the lower court, but it indicated 
even then there wa# a grave question 
as to the conflict of such a law with 
the federal constitution," the 
brief 
states. 
The decision of the suprem e court 
against the District of Columbia min­ 
imum wage law was pointed out, to­ 
gether with the opinion of the attor­ 
ney general of Ohio that the decision 
would have invalidated the law pro­ 
posed in Ohio In 1923. 
The letter which accompanied the 
brief says: 
“Retailers are not called 
upon to any great extent to 
meet 
competition outside of the state. But 
in a great industrial state like Ohio 
our industries are engaged in nation­ 
al and world trade, and women con­ 
stitute a considers hie per cent of the 
wage earners, 
lf the result of this 
law would be to drive industries from 
Ohio and to throw women workers 
out of employment, the damage to 
the public of Ohio, and indirectly to 
the retailers, would Ive great.” 
This argument and the predicament 
of employers of labor situated on the 
state borders wa* used In pointing 
ont the possible advisability of mak­ 
ing such a wage regulation national 
rather than state. 
If the m easure ap­ 
plied only in Ohio. it was indicated, 
industries might be driven to Ken­ 
tucky, Penney y I va nia or Indiana.

Philadelphia. — The oldest building 
in 
the 
world 
still 
standing 
above 
ground has been found by tilt? joint 
expedition 
of the 
British museum, 
London, and the University museum, 
Philadelphia, at Tell Kl Ob eld. Baby­ 
lonia, four miles from Ur of the Chal­ 
dees of Biblical fame. 
This was announced by Dr. George 
B. Gordon, director of the University 
museum, in making public a report 
from I t . C. Leonard Wooley, head of 
the joint expedition on the banks of 
the Euphrates, 
The excavation of tills building, a 
temple, has moved the already ancient 
history of Babylonia 
back another 
1,000 years. 
The building is more 
than six thousand years old, and its 
history is placed at a period as far re­ 
moved from King Tut-Ankh-Arnen In 
the past as the present generation is 
removed from him in known history. 
The Temple of Bulls. 
Doctor Gordon announced that the 
expedition had unearthed remarkable 
carvings. 
One of the choicest finds 
was a small gook n scarabold bead 
inscribed with the name of the builder 
of the temple. King A-An-Ni-Pnd-Da of 
Ur, who reigned -1,500 years before 
Christ. 
In the report describing the build­ 
ing, Doctor Wooley says in part: 
“A broad flight of stone steps led to 
a platform about twenty feet high, on 
the sooth corner of which stood the 
temple proper, its gate tower fronting 
on the stairway. 
Its facade is set 
back from the edge of the platform so 
as to leave a narrow step on which 
stood a row of statues of bulls sculp­ 
ture*] In the round. These stood some 
three feet high and were made of thin 
copper plates beaten up over a wooden 
core. 
Two Statues Recovered. 
“Two of these statues have been re­ 
covered, though in a bad condition 
owing to the crushing of the metal 
under the enormous weight of the 
brickwork which had fallen and to the 
enemy hands which .had torn off the 
golden horns. 
“Of tile frieze of cattle lying down, 
we have now a dozen examples. Some 
show bulls advancing In solemn pro­ 
cession.

men milking the cows into tall Jars. 
“An Important discovery was that 
of two columns ten feet high encrusted 
with mosaic work iii black paste, red 
stone and mother o’ pearl.”

In view of the great tendency of 
scab to appear when the soil is alka­ 
line, Dr. VV. H. Martin, specialistist in 
potato diseases at the New Jersey 
State College of Agriculture, suggests 
that the potato grower exercise cau­ 
tion in tile use af alkaline materials 
such as lime and nitrate of soda. 
Potato scab has long been the cause 
of serious losses to the potato grow­ 
ers of the state. 
Although this dis­ 
ease was less severe than usual (lur­ 
ing the past season, few fields were 
i observed to be entirely free from it. 
Many fields were obscured where us 
! much as OO per cent of the crop was 
so scabby as to be unsalable. 
It is 
recognized that scab is usually most 
severe on an alkaline soil and that tis 
the soil acidity is increased the se­ 
verity of the scab attack decreases. 
One instance was noticed recently 
by the potato specialist, where ail of 
the nitrogen in a complete fertilizer 
was derived from nitrate of soda, vviili 
the result that a large portion OI rh° 
crop was so scabby as 
he unsalable. 
On this same farm, on land where sul­ 
phate of amnionia was used as a source 
of nitrogen, a considerable reduction 
in scab was observed. 
The influence of ammonium sulphate 
and nitrate of soda in the development 
of scab Is shown by the results of a 
test conducted 
in 
1921. 
Where aU 
nitrate of soda was used only 20 per 
cent of the crop was clean, as com­ 
pared with 42 per cent where sulphate 
of ammonia was used 
In view of 
these results the potato grower can 
well afford to give serious consider­ 
ation to the question of source of 
nitrogen in his potato fertilizer i ' ’ 
avoid the use of largo amounts of 
nitrate of soda where scabby potat > s 
have been grown in the past.

If undesirable se­ 
curities are found or unsafe methods 
of business are disclosed, the hank 
commissioner or the 
comptroller, as 
the case may he. generally gives direc­ 
tors and stockholders an opportunity 
to correct abuses and make good on 
poor securities before taking the more 
drastic action of Hosing the hank. 
Generally speaking, there is no differ­ 
ence In the safety of state and na lien 
a1 banks.

Calcium Gas Discovered 
in Space by Scientists 
: 
Throughout the vast supposed emp­ 
tiness of space there are clouds of ex­ 
tremely rare vapors of the metals cal­ 
cium and sodium. 
This new theory 
has been presented to astronomers by 
iDr. J. S. Plaskett, director of the Do* 
jmlnlon Astrophysical observatory, who 
recently 
announced 
his 
conclusions 
(and offered his data to the Royal As­ 
tronomical society In London, says ii 
!Victoria (B. C.) dispatch. 
For a long time it has been known 
(that some of the very hottest, stars, 
(when their light was analyzed In the 
(spectroscope, showed the presence of 
calcium that did not belong to the 
stars themselves. 
The spectroscope 
'revealed the fact that while the stars 
;often had considerable velocities, tho 
‘calcium seemed to be almost at rest. 
(Moreover, tills calcium persisted In ap­ 
pearing In just these stars where the­ 
ories of stellar composition Indicate it 
should not appear. 
In explanation, some astronomers 
•suggested that the stars are surround­ 
ed by an envelope of calcium gas be­ 
longing to the stars themselves. Others 
.proposed that the calcium clouds were 
dying between us and the stars. 
The 
'observations were so meager nod con­ 
tradictory that no definite conclusion 
.’could he reached. 
—f—Doctor I’laakett’s observations Uull- 
,cate 
that although 
extremely 
rare 
clouds of calcium and sodium vapor 
are lying around in space everywhere, 
.they are only noticed In the neighbor­ 
hood of stars. 
This is because sur­ 
rounding these stars completely they 
intercept some of their light. 
The 
•clouds appear to he perfectly at rest 
in space, acting as a sort of misty en­ 
velope of the stars, a space fog, which 
.possibly can condense in spots and 
give rise to those peculiar dark neb­ 
ulae which have long puzzled astron­ 
omers.—Boston Transcript.

Windiest Zone Found in 
Northern Part cf V. 5. 
The windiest zone of the n rtl.c n 
hemisphere 
embraces 
the 
north** r» 
United States and southern Canada. 
The windiest months are those of late 
autumn, winter and very early spring. 
August has the lowest average wind 
velocity, March and early April the 
highest. 
Wind is the flow of air from 
an ar aa of high pressure slantwise to 
an araa of low pressure. 
The greater 
the contrast of pressure between the 
masses of air over two adjacent re­ 
gions, the swifter and stronger will the 
wind blow. 
Pressure differences are largely de­ 
pendent upon temperature contrasts. 
In summer the temperature contrast 
between high and low latitudes la rela­ 
tively small; In winter It is great, for 
while the snow and covered north gets 
colder and colder, in low latitudes there 
Is little temperature variation through 
the year. Therefore, the pressure gra­ 
dient, to use the term of meteorology, 
Is gentle In summer i.nd steep in win­ 
ter. 
The gradient may be likened to 
a slope of land. The air pushes down 
the gradient from high .pressure to low, 
as water flows down a variable slope. 
The steeper the slope the greater the 
velocity, whether It be air or water. 
Therefore, because the gradient 
is 
steeper In the cold month the fiercer 
are the winds. 
There Is, however, a 
curious difference between the flow of 
a stream of water and that of the air. 
The water flows down the slope, the 
air along It, owing to the rotation of 
the earth on Its axis.—Indianapolis 
News,

A New Electric Siren 
A new electric siren is only a few 
Inches high hut Is little la size only, 
for the screech of the little red head Is 
terrible. 
This Is supposed to be an 
“Indoor” size, but It would answer for 
a small town perfectly well. A steam 
or air siren Is all right where pressure 
Is obtainable day or night, but this la 
often difficult, while electricity is al­ 
ways available. 
The smallest size of 
electric siren Is only IO inches high 
and Is actuated by a one-twelfth horse­ 
power motor. 
Til'* relatively large 
rotor Is surrounded with a wire screen 
to keep out birds and sleet and is 
equipped with a sheet metal roof which 
also serves as a sounding horn and dis­ 
tributes the warning in all directions. 
As a burglar alarm for banks, It la 
particularly useful as it may be sound­ 
ed from any point. 
This siren has 
several elder brothers which are all 
right for outdoor use and render fire 
signalling easy.—Scientific American.

These dies are kept at 
ta temperature that will warm the nnt- 
itirul wax in the peel or rind of the 
'fruit and other dies, taking Ink from 
jn ribbon, and imprint the desired 
mark. 
The electrical fruit brander Is now 
fUSed on oranges, grapefruit, lemons, 
cantaloupes, watermelons, apples and 
English walnuts. 
A further use t*f 
electricity Is In the protection of th * 
sacks, In which nuts are shipped, from 
coddling worms and 
other Insects, 
which have destroyed thousands of 
’dollars’ worth of sacks yearly by hid­ 
ing In the seams. The sacks are now 
‘run through an electrical ironing ma­ 
chine, the heat and pressure destroy­ 
ing the moths and their eggs.—New 
York Times.
